IN THE CLAIMS 



-25. A delayed coking charge heater for heating a coker feedstock comprising: 

a first convection section; 

a second radiant section adjacent to said first convection section, said second 

section transmitting heat to said feedstock predominantly by radiant means; 

a heating conduit in said radiant section comprising a plurality of horizontal 

heater tubes located in the center of the coking heater and horizontally offset from one 

another so as to form double vertical columns;
